STORAGE OF IRISH OATS. 

Dr, Sherlock said, he would like to know, in 
connection with the report ef the Custom Horse 
Docks Ootimittes, the gravamenh of a 
letter from the Manager of the Custom House 
Docks in feferente to the space for the storage of 
Irish oats. The reason he asked for information 
on the matter was that the Vice-President of tho 
Department of Agriculture was endeavouring to 
secure that all kinds of tillage should be retained 
in this country for the people of the country.

ASTRONOMIOAL NOTES FOR 
MARCH, | 


Rhotasasesacoasí 
A HUGE SUN-SPOT. 
(FROM OUR ASTRONOMICAL CORRESPONDENT ) 

‘Tat Puawers Mercury, Venus, and Mars aro 
all in the near neighbouthood of the Sun. 
Mereury is in Sapam rng mba. with tha 
Sun on the 29th. Venus is Mercury ch 
the 18th, but the Conjunction wt hardly be 
observable owing to “a nearness of both planets 
to the Sun.

A 
rare and very interesti ng observation of Saturn 
was obtained by two English astronomers on 
February 9th. The planet was seen to pass 
over a small star of about the seventh magni- 
tude.” At first the star disa gig! entirely, 
being hidden by thé globe o oe but 
later it was seen bain actually t h the 
inner bright ring. Then it shone clearly through 
the Cassini’ division, and finally was seen for 
nearly an hour through the outer ring. While 
ehining through the rings it yatied very greatly 
in brightness, changing by fits and starts, and 
occasionally disappearing altogether for a few 
seconds. This observation is almost unique, and 
very important, as giving the first confirmation 
hy direct observation of the conclusions wind 
since arrived at by mathematics respecting the 
nature of. Saturn’s rings. ‘Thesé conclusions are 
briefly as follows :—(e) Saturn’s rings cannot be 
a continuous solid, neither can they be either 
liquid or gaseous; they can only be a stream, 
or streams, of very small solid particles. 
(6) Besides the visible divisions, there must be 
many others. In addition to changing in 
brightness, the ster also changed somewhat in 
colour. 

With respect to the divisions in Saturn's ring, 
an interesting point was brought out lately by 
means of measurements madé by the late Pro- 
fessor Lowa. Each division is at such a dis- 
tance from Saturn that, if a satellite were at 
that distance, its period of revolution round 
Saturn would be an aliquot part of the period 
the nearest of the actual satellites. 
Thus Cassihi’s division corresponds to half the 
period of Mimas, the outer edge of the crape 


fifths, and othér less conspicuous divisions to 
two-fifths, three-eighths, and one-querter. 
Mimas, in fact, keeps these spaces swept by his 
attraction. The other satellites, with the ex- 
ception of Enceladus, though largér, are too 
distant to share the influence of Mimaa in 


keeping open the divisions in the ring system. 


But there is another case, on a larger seale, in 
the solar aystem of the same thing. There are 
aps in the sone of asteroids, or minor planets, 
ta ovween Mara and Jupiter, and these gaps cor- 
respond to aliquot parts of the period of 
Jupiters’ orbit about the Sun. Jupiter keeps 
these zones swept clear of planetary matier, 
just as Mimas does in the rings of Saturo.

which parses its perihelion in July, and the 
Earth will be moving in nearly paralle! paths 
at nearly the same velocity. Consequently the 
line of sight from the Farth to the comet will 
keep nearly the same direction from June to 
October, and the comet will hang about in or 
near the Great Square of Pegasus all the 
summer, a moet unusual performance kb, A 
comet, these bodies being usually very hurried 
in their movements among the stars. Wolf's 
comet will, however, keep in the midnioht «ky 
for quite a long time, instead of rushing off to 
hide in the Sun’s rays, after the usual manner 
of comets.

wars—-disease—has in this war, happily, 
been consistently small. ‘Che figures which 
Mr. Forster quoted of the minute per- 
centage of disease in our Armies abroad 
are an astonishing tribute to the achieve- 
ment of science and adnuf@mistration. In 
economy of material the fighting forces 
can now give lessons to the people at 
home, Every effort is being made by in- 
creased prodyction in the various theatres 
of war to make the troops self-supporting, 
and a saving of four million pounds a year 
on messing has been effected “without in 
any degree adversely affecting the stomach 
of the soldier.” No romance of industry 
can rival Mr. Forster's story of the 
manner in which the waste food of the 
troops is transformed into shells. All 
waste food is carefully preserved ; all fat 
is collected ; from it sufficicnt glycerine is 
extracted to supply propellent charges 
for twelve and a half million shells. 
By this means the Ministry of Munitions 
obtains glycerine at £50.a ton instead of 
paying £250 a ton for it in the United 
States. No one can read Mr. Forster's 
speech without feeling a sense of pride in 
our Armies as a superbly efficient instru- 
ment. They are sure of victory; but we 
shall not deserve it. unless we spare 
nothing to help them to it. “It should 
be made clear as a bell to every man and 
woman,’ said Mr. Forster, “that their 
duty is to enrol in either the fighting or 
the industrial Army.” Yet Mr. Dillon 
would have patriotic Irishmen excluded 
even from voluntary civilian service.

PRISONERS DURING 
FEBRUARY 2,133. 

The enemy continues to yield ground on the 
Ancre, and yesterday our line was further 
advanced north of Miraumont. : 

Yesterday the Germans officially reported the 
voluntary retirement of their troops “ for 
special reasons.’’ The defence, they say. 
has been transferred to another line which 
has been prepared, They claim during 
this movement to have captured 11 officers 


guns. 

Sir Douglas Haig announces the total of Ger- 
man prisoners taken by our troops during 
February as 2,133. 


BRITISH OFFICIAL. 


Thursday, 9.28 p.m.—During the month of 
February we have captured 4,133 German pri- 
soners, including 36 officers. The following 
villages have also either been captured by us, 
or surrendered to us by the withdrawal of the 
Germans ;—Ligny-Thilloy, Thilloy, Le Barque, 
Warlencourt, Pys, Miraumont, Petit Miraumont, 
Grandecourt, Puisicux-au-Mont, Serre, and 
Gommecourt. 

The enemy continues to yield ground on the 
Ancre. North of Miraumont our line has been 
advanced to-day by an average distance of 600 
yards on a front of one-and-a-half miles. 

We discharged gas this morning south of 
Souchez. This was followed by a raid, in which 
we took some prisoners. 

A British raiding party also entered the 
German trenches north-east of Guenchy-les-La 
Bassée, and captured nine prisore.s. 

Under cover of a heavy artillery bombard- 
ment, hostile raiding parties succeeded last night 
in reaching our trenches neat Ablaincourt and 
Rancourt. In both eases he was ejected by our 
counter-attacks. A few men are missing. 

There has been considerable mutual artillery 
activity to-day in the Ypres sector. 


FRENCH OFFICIAL.

German Official—For special reasons por- 
tion. of our foremost positions on both banks 
of the Ancre was evacuated voluntarily, and 
in accordance with our plans.

The attack at Le 
Transloy failed before our entanglements, and 
at Sailly, where it was repeated during the 
course of the night, in hand-to-hand fighting. 
Those of the enemy who had penetrated into 
our positions were driven out again in counter- 
attack, with loss of twenty prisoners. In two 
narrow positions English reserve rests 
(stations) were established. On the western 
bank of the Meuse a French attack was pre- 
pared during the morning. Our destructive fire 
prevented its execution. 

Thursday Night.—A strong English attack to 
to the east of Souchez failed.

OPERATIONS .IN MESOPOTAMIA. 

In Mesopotamia important results have been 
obtained by General Maude’s operations.

that bank by February 14. General Mande 
then undertook an attack on the lines on the 
left bank, and, having engaged the enemy’s 
attention in this quarter, commenced prepara- 
tions for crossing the river.

On 
the 26th and 27th fighting was proceeding thirty 
miles from Kut. |

HEALTH OF THE TROOPS. 


Referring to the health of the troops, he said 
that the condition of the Mesopotamian force had 
greatly improved. Nothing in this war was more 
striking than the triumph of science over disease. 
One of the most remarkable phenomena was the 
almost total disappearance of enteric fever, that 
great scourge, which in former wars had deci- 
mated our armies even more effectively than the 
efforts of the enemy. The last weekly return 
in respect of typhoid from the various fronts 
showed—In France 4 cases, in Salonika 9 raaes, 
in Egypt 3 cases, and in Mesopotamia 8 cases - 
a total of 24, (Cheers.) The total number of 
cases of typhoid fever among British troops in 
France up to the Ist November last (including 
cases Of apparent typhoid and indefinite cases) 
was 4,571. In the South African War there

tected by inoculation was fifteen times higher 
than amongst those who were inoeulated, and the 
death ratio was seventy times higher.  Hefe- 
rence was made to the valuable help given by 
voluntary aid organisations, particularly the 
Red Cross Society, and he paid a warm tribute 
to the heroic sefvices of the nurses. The ounes- 
tion of venereal disease, he continuéd, has been 
engaging a great deal of attention lately. 1 
think it should be generally known, that the 
venereal rate in the Army to-day is hot higher 
than it is in ordinary times of peace, and we 
are making every effort to reduce the rate still 
lower than it is. The National Council for the 
Prevention of Veneres! Disease is giving yrent 
assistance hy providing lecturers specially 
chosen to lecture to troops in camps and bar- 
racks.

PENSIONS AND ALLOWANCES.

THE DEVOTION OF THE NURSES.

WHAT THE DOCUMENT EXPLAINS. 

The document supplies a missing link in 
many separate chains of circumstances, which 
until now seemed to lead to no definite point.

It gives new ground of credence for the 
persistent reports that submarine bases were 
established in Mexican territory, and the guilt 
of Mexico, and takes cognisance of the fact, 
long recognised by the American Army Chiefs, 
that if Japan ever undertook to invade the 
‘United States it would probably be through 
Mexico, over the border, and into the Misasissipni 
valley, to split the country in two. Ik recalls 
the fact that Count Bernstorff, when he was 
handed his passports, was very reluctant to re.

DEVELOPMENT OF THE PLOT. 

No doubt exists here now th 
reports of the last two years 
German agents, not alone in Mexico, but all 
through Central Anjierica and the West Indies, 
have been based on fact, and. there is on 
doubt whatever thaí; the proposed alliance with 
Mexico was known to high military officials who
